John Cannon, L. R. Yancey. W. T. 
ReMhaw. WiUie Walker, C. W. 
White and T. M. Yancey from the 
regular panel and £. F. Morris. E. 
E. Qoiaanberry. J. E. Boohlan. J. P. 
Martin, Albert Kelly and A. E. Word 
from bystanders. 

Trial waa antarad into. Slaughter 
beintr represented by Linton A Clark, 
by appointment. 

Slaughter is a eagro about 25 
years of age, black, beardless and 
rather small. After be shot^J^kina 
Ua atora ha eacapcd and while be- 
ing pursued by the desd man's 
friend, fell with a pistol in bis hand 
and was accidentally or with aaieidal 
intent shot in the throat and fell ap- 
parently dead. His pursuer left 
trim beHeving he was dead, but be 
anbsequently revived and was taken 
charge of by soma parties over the 
Tennessee line.
